RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  advanced  on  moat  livestock  over 
the  Corn  Belt  area.  The  second  week  of  moder- 
ate receipts  along  with  generally  higher  dressed 
meat  prices  influenced  the  higher  trends  in 
the  live  trading.  Slaughter  steers  closed  25 £- 
$1.00  higher  for  the  week  at  most  midwest  cen- 
ters with  heifers  steady  to  50$  up.  Barrows 
and  gilts  generally  sold  50£-$1.00  higher. 
Price  trends  on  slaughter  lambs  varied  from 
strong  to  $1.50  higher  but  most  sales  were  50£- 
$1.00  up. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  The  12  mar- 
ket receipts  were  increased  by  5  percent  as 
compared  with  the  sharply  curtailed  receipts 
of  a  week  earlier.  Bulk  of  the  increase  came 
on  Monday  and  supplies  were  very  moderate  the 
remainder  of  the  week.  Price  declines  were 
recorded  at  several  points  Monday.  However, 
reduced  receipts  the  remainder  of  the  week  to- 
gether with  higher  price  trends  on  carcass 
steer  and  heifer  beef  contributed  toward  a 
very  bullish  trade  on  the  remaining  market  ses- 
sions and  with  the  exception  of  Kansas  City  the 
early  decline  was  more  than  recovered.  Steers 
weighing  over  1250#  were  in  good  demand,  and 
continued  price  advances  on  these  heavier 
weights  narrowed  the  price  spread  between 
weight  groups  to  the  smallest  in  some  time. 
Steers  sold  steady  to  $1.25  higher  with  ad- 
vances of  25 £-$1.00  rather  general  although 
sales  at  Kansas  City  were  steady  to  251  lower 
on  both  steers  and  heifers.  Heifers  were  gen- 
erally steady  to  50£  higher.  Cows  sold  25- 
50£  higher  over  most  of  the  area.  Bulls 
and  vealers  closed  steady  to  $1.00  higher  with 
the  exception  at  St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards 
where  vealers  sold  $1.00-2.00  lower.

$30.00-31.25  in  Chicago  with  a  load  Prime  1325# 
$32.50,  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  $28.75-30.50, 
bulk  Choice  $26.50-29.00,  Good  $23.50-26.75. 
High-Choice  and  Prime  1075-1350#  steers  else- 
where $28.00-29.25  with  Prime  reaching  $29.50 
at  Sioux  City  and  So.  St.  Paul,  most  Choice 
$26.00-28.25,  Good  $24.00-26.25.  High-Choice 
and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  heifers  at  Chicago 
realized  $27.75-28.50,  Choice  $26.00-27.75, 
Good  $22.50-25.00.  At  other  midwest  centers 
high-Choice  heifers  brought  $27.00-27.50,  bulk 
Choice  $25.50-26.50,  Good  $22.50-25.00.  Util- 
ity and  Commercial  cows  bulked  at  $15.50-18.00, 
Canners  and  Cutters  $13.00-17.00. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  continued 
in  good  demand  and  the  seasonally  small  to  mod- 
erate numbers  at  midwest  terminals  moved  readi- 
ly at  steady  to  strong  prices,  instances  50$ 
higher.  Although  severe  winter  weather  con- 


tinued to  grip  much  of  the  country,  many 
ranchers  and  feeders  apparently  were  of  the 
opinion  it  would  be  better  to  cope  with  cur- 
rent bad  weather  problems  and  attempt  to 
secure  at  least  part  of  their  spring  require- 
ments of  stockers  and  feeders  now  rather  than 
wait  and  chance  added  difficulties  in  se- 
curing desired  numbers  when  the  new  grass 
season  becomes  an  actuality.  The  intensified 
ahead  of  grass  time  demand  for  stockers  not 
only  was  in  evidence  at  terminal  markets 
but  also  was  reflected  in  increased  activity 
in  range  contracting  both  for  immediate  and 
future  deliveries.  At  the  same  time  the 
recent  upturns  in  slaughter  cattle  prices 
has  influenced  a  materially  more  aggres- 
sive demand  for  feedlot  replacements.  Feeder 
buyers  often  were  in  active  competition  with 
packer  buyers  on  two-way  cattle  and  some 
steers  already  showing  sufficient  finish  to 
grade  high-Good  and  Choice  in  the  beef  were 
purchased  for  further  feeding. 

Oood  and  Choice  yearling  stock  steers 
■old  from  $24.50-29.50,  moderate  number  $30.00- 
32.00,  including  661#  at  $31.00  and  550#  at 
$32.00.  Medium  and  low-Good  stockers  ranged 
$21.00-26.00.  Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feed- 
ers bulked  $23.00-26.50,  few  800#  $26.75. 
Choice  1151#  steers  carrying  considerable 
finish  sold  for  further  feeding  at  $26.50  but 
not  many  steers  over  1000#  exceeded  $25.00. 
Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers  brought 
$22.00-28.00.  Choice  744#  feeders  were  in- 
cluded at  $24.00  while  563#  stock  heifers 
brought  $28.00.  Good  and  Choice  stock  steer 
calves  sold  chiefly  from  $26.00-32.00,  same 
grades  heifer  calves  $23.50-29.00.  Medium  and 
Good  stock  cows  realized  $15.00-19.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Marketings  at 
the  12  terminals  were  reduced  about  5  percent 
from  the  previous  week  and  around  11  percent 
from  the  same  week  a  year  ago.  The  volume  of 
receipts  which  was  the  smallest  for  any  week 
since  July  was  curtailed  at  times  by  severe 
late  winter  storms  in  a  large  segment  of  the 
Corn  Belt.  Mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  190-250#  bar- 
rows and  gilts  comprised  the  bulk  of  receipts. 
Reduced  receipts  coupled  with  steady  to  higher 
wholesale  park  prices  influenced  another  up- 
turn in  live  prices.  With  few  exceptions 
price  trends  on  hogs  have  been  higher  since 
the  first  of  the  year  and  current  hog  prices 
are  around  $3.50  above  early  January  levels. 
Compared  with  the  previous  week's  close  butch- 
ers and  sows  closed  steady  to  $1.25  higher, 
largely  50£-$1.00  up.  The  greatest  upturns 
generally  prevailed  at  western  Corn  Belt 
centers . 
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On  Friday,  nixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  180-260# 
barrows  and  gilts  sold  at  $14.75-15.75,  mainly 
♦15.00-15. 50.     Selected  lots  of  No.  1,  and 
No.   1-2,  weighing  19O-230#  $15.25-16.00. 
Mixed  No.  1,  2  and  3,270-600#  sows  bulked  at 
$12.25-14.00,  up  to  $14.25  at  Omaha.     The  sup- 
ply of  sows  included  very  few  weighing  under 
350#. 

Feeder  pig  prices  advanced  50$  at  So. 
St.  Paul  and  $1.00  at  Sioux  City.     Good  and 
Choice,  mostly  Good,  100-160#  feeder  pigs  at 
So.  St.  Paul  sold  at  $12.00-13.00,  while  at 
Sioux  City  Medium  and  Good  130-160#  offerings 
brought  $12.00-13.00. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Supplies  were  approximately  14    percent 
less  than  the  corresponding  period  last  week, 
but  around  15  percent  larger  than  a  year 
ago  when  a  heavy  snow-storm  sharply  curtailed 
receipts.     Demand  was  good  throughout  the  week 
and  particularly  at  the  close.     Prices  re- 
flected strength  each  day  and  closing  sales 
compared  with  the  previous  Friday  were  $1.00 
higher  on  both  butchers  and  sows.     At  the 
close,  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  190-240#  barrows 
and  gilts  sold  at  $14.20-15.00  with  limited 
No.   1  and  2  selected  lots  200-23O#  $15.00- 
15.25,  instances  $15.50.     No.  1-3  270-400# 
sows  brought  $12.50-13.75,  400-550#  $11.00- 
12.50. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  were  little  different  from  the  pre- 
vious week  but  were  18   percent  less  than  a 
year  ago.     Sharply  higher  wholesale  dressed 
lamb  prices  stimulated  demand  for  moderate  sup- 
plies of  slaughter  lambs  and  prices  advanced. 
For  the  week,  slaughter  lambs  ranged  from 
strong  to  $1.50  higher,  bulk  50$-|1.00  up. 
Slaughter  ewes  and  feeder  lambs  were  steady 
to  50$  higher,  instances  $1.00  up  on  feeders.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Trading  was  moderately 
active  through  Wednesday  at  eastern  seaboard 
markets  but  the  heaviest  snowfall  this  winter 
virtually  crippled  the  movement  on  closing  ses- 
sions.    This  condition  was  largely  responsible 
for  incomplete  clearance  at  Washington  and  New 
York,   involving  small  lots  of  freshly  unloaded 
meats.     Buyers  for  retail  outlets  were  un- 
certain of  consumer  activity  for  weekend  busi- 
ness, therefore,  late  week  purchases  were  sharply 
curtailed.     Receipts  of  most  classes  were  gen- 
erally small  at  Boston  except  pork  normal, 
while  unloads  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia  were 
cut-back  slightly  in  all  divisions,  but  normal 
supplies  were  offered  at  Washington  and  Balti- 
more.     Despite  aforementioned  conditions,  and 
usual  dullness  affiliated  with  start  of  the 
Lenten  season,  prices  on  most  wholesale  meats 
showed  some  advance. 

Compared  with  the  week  previous:     Steer 
beef  steady  to  $2.00  higher,  bulk  strong  to 
$1.00  higher.     Cow  beef  sold  strong  to  $2.00 
higher.     Prices  for  veal  and  calf  were  mostly 
unchanged  at  all  markets  except  New  York,  where 
Prime  veal  and  calf  carcasses  sold  strong  and 
other  grades  advanced  $1.00-2.00.     Lamb  prices 
were  steady  at  Boston  and  steady  to  $2.00  higher 
at  other  markets.     Pork  loins  sold  steady  at 
Boston,  steady  to  strong,  instances  $2.00  higher 
at  Baltimore,  with  late  sales  at  Washington 
$2.00  higher  despite  unevenness  during  the 
week.     Pork  loins  closed  $1.00  lower  at  Phila- 
delphia and  $1.00-2.50  lower  at  New  York.     Other 
pork  cuts  sold  steady  to  $2.00  higher,  with  most 
upturn  on  spareribs  and  particularly  fresh  skin- 
ned hams  which  advanced  $2.00  at  New  York.  Kosh- 
er    dressed  beef  and  lamb  sold  mostly  $1.00 
higher,  while  prices  for  kosher  veal  and  calf 
were  fully  steady  to  strong. 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  all  classes  fresh  meat 
moderate  with  receipts  of  veal  somewhat  above 
recent  weeks.     Most  beef  graded  Good  and  Choice 
and  bulk  of  the  lamb  weighed  55-65#.     Trading 
was  moderately  active  on  beef  and  prices  advanced 
early  but  these  upturns  were  partly  erased  late 
when  outlet  narrowed.     Trading  was  generally 
active  for  beef  ribs  and  loins  and  demand  was 
good  at  the  close  for  chucks  and  rounds.     Veal 
trade  was  slow  with  Standard  and  Good  carcasses 
80#  and  down  hardest  to  sell.     Lamb  35-55# 
moved  best  in  a  moderately  active  trade,  but 
all  weights  advanced  for  the  fourth  straight 
week.     Lamb  stews  and  shoulders  cleared  into 
most  channels,  while  hindsaddles  particularly 
those  from  the  heavier  lambs  were  slow.     Fresh 


pork  cuts  slow,  loins  working  lower  through  mid- 
week, but  declines  were  recovered  later  when 
product  sold  higher  far  shipment  into  next 
week. 

Compared  to  the  previous  Friday:     Steer 
and  heifer  beef  steady  to  $1.00  higher,  cow 
beef  mostly  50^  higher,  veal  unchanged,   lamb 
$1.00-1.50  higher,  pork  loins  8-16#  $1.00-1.50 
higher,  Boston  butts  4-8#  steady,   spareribs 
steady  to  50^  higher. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Choice  steer  beef  supplies 
were  moderate  but  fully  adequate  for  trade  re- 
quirements while  other  steer  beef  was  some- 
what more  plentiful  with  slight  accumulations. 
In  general  clearance  was  fairly  good  even 
though  trading  was  rather  dull  due  to  the 
beginning  of  Lent  and  the  approaching  Califor- 
nia tax  day.     Cow  beef  was  in  small  supply  and 
barely  adequate  for  a  fairly  good  demand  while 
calf  was  fully  adequate  in  California  and 
veal  fully  adequate  in  the  Pacific  Northwest. 
Lamb  was  rather  limited  in  the  Pacific  North- 
west but  fully  adequate  in  California.     Fresh 
and  cured  pork  was  generally  adequate  to  in- 
stances excessive  far  a  fair  demand. 

Prices  compared  with  the  previous  week's 
close:     Most  all  beef  steady  to  $1.00  higher; 
calf  and  veal  mostly  steady,   some  sales  $1.00 
higher  in  the  Pacific  Northwest;  lamb  steady 
to  $1.00  higher;  fresh  park  steady  to  $2.00 
higher  with  most  advance  on  loins  and  spare- 
ribs; smoked  skinned  hams  and  sliced  bacon 
steady  to  $2.00  higher;  other  smoked  meats  and 
lard  about  steady.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  generally  slow  at  steady  prices,  however,  demand  was  fair  for  med- 
ium fleeces  and  trading  was  moderately  active  in  woolen  wools  and  noils  at 
higher  prices.  Trading  was  very  limited  at  domestic  primary  markets  due  to  snow, 
ice  and  cold. 

Prices  advanced  at  Dominion  markets  with  Argentine  wools  20  higher  and 
Uruguayan  wools  1-20  up. 

Crop  Reporting  Board  announced  shorn  and  pulled  wool  production  totaled  292 
million  pounds,  grease,  1959,  7  percent  above  1958,  9  percent  above  10-year  aver- 
age. Shorn  wool  production  in  1959  was  257  million  pounds,  pulled  34.5  million. 
Value  of  shorn  1959,  $110  million,  1958  was  $88  million. 

The  1959  production  of  mohair  amounted  to  24,180,000  pounds,  16  percent 
greater  than  1958,  62  percent  larger  than  the  10-year  average.  Value  of  1959 
mohair  production  $22,859,000,  an  increase  of  52  percent  compared  to  1958. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Dealers  paying  48-500  grease  for  medium  wools  in  Indiana;  50- 
54^,  but  mostly  500  in  Ohio  for  medium  wools,  other  fleece  States  at  standstill 
due  to  snowfall. 

Territory  Wools  -  Turnover  was  dormant.  Bulk  fine,  some  half-blood,  Good 
French  and  staple  in  Arizona  40-410  to  grower,  estimated  clean  $1.06-1.09,  de- 
livered. Original  bag  mixed  ewes  wool  in  Northern  looming  39-420. 

Texas  Wools  -  Range  sales  were  at  a  standstill  due  to  weather. 

Mohair  -  Shearing  was  halted.  Prices  unchanged  at  $1.0l|  fcr  adult  hair  and 
$1.3lJ  for  kid  hair  to  warehouse;  buyers  were  offering  96|-0  and  $1.26§.  Severe 
losses  in  goats  due  to  ice  storm  and  cold.

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THE  LIVESTOCK  AND  MEAT  SITUATION 
Approved  by  the  Outlook  and  Situation  Board,  March  3,  1960 

Summary 

Probable  trends  in  meat  animal  production  during  1960  are  fairly  well  outlined  by  recent 
inventory  and  intention  reports  from  farmers.  Beginning  inventories  for  cattle,  hogs  and 
sheep  are  each  larger  than  a  year  earlier.  Increases  in  the  number  of  covs  and  ewes  on  hand 
will  undoubtedly  lead  to  larger  calf  and  lamb  crops.  But  the  decline  in  sows  and  the  intentions 
of  producers  foretell  a  smaller  spring  pig  crop.  Liberal  feed  supplies  for  the  1959-60  feeding 
season  are  assured  by  record  levels  of  feed  grains  and  other  concentrates.  Hay  stocks  on  Jan- 
uary 1,  though  12  percent  below  a  year  earlier,  were  9  percent  above  average. 

Cattle  numbers  totaled  101.5  million  head  on  January  1,  the  first  time  in  93  years  of 
records  that  January  numbers  exceeded  100  million.  Cattle  numbers  increased  5  percent  during 
1959,  hog  numbers  3  percent  and  sheep  numbers  2  percent.  The  composite  index  of  meat  animals 
rose  4  points  to  120  percent  (1947-49  -  100),  one  percent  above  the  previous  high  on  January  1, 
1944. 

Most  of  the  increase  in  cattle  numbers  in  1959  was  in  beef  cattle,  though  numbers  of  milk 
cattle  showed  a  small  gain,  the  first  in  6  years.  All  classes  of  beef  cattle  shared  in  the 
increase  and  gains  in  numbers  occurred  in  all  sections  of  the  country.  Regional  increases 
ranged  from  3  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  East  North  Central  Regions  to  7  percent  in  the 
South  Central. 

Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  total  hog  numbers  increased  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 
The  number  of  pigs  under  6  months  old,  up  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier,  was  in  line  with  the 
larger  1959  fall  crop.  The  number  of  sows  and  gilts  was  down  11  percent,  reflecting  farmers1 
intentions  to  reduce  1960  spring  farrowings.  The  number  of  other  hogs  over  6  months  of  age  was 
up  16  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  Slaughter  supplies  during  the  first  part  of  the  year  will 
be  greater  than  a  year  earlier  but  reduction  in  sows  and  gilts  of  breeding  age  will  result  in  a 
smaller  spring  pig  crop  for  market  this  summer  and  fall. 

The  total  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  farms  and  ranches  increased  2  percent  during  1959  to 
total  33.6  million  head  on  January  1,  1960.  This  is  the  largest  inventory  since  January  1,  1948, 
but  smaller  than  any  year  from  1948  back  to  1867,  the  first  year  of  record.  Approximately  4.1 
million  head  were  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  for  market,  7  percent  fewer  than  a  year  earlier. 

Although  fluctuating  seasonally,  cattle  prices  probably  will  trend  slowly  downward  during 
the  year,  in  contrast  to  significant  improvement  in  hog  prices.  For  the  year  as  a  whole,  sheep 
and  lamb  prices  are  not  expected  to  average  greatly  different  from  1959. 

Production  of  meat  this  year  is  forecast  at  27.8  billion  pounds,  slightly  more  than  in 
1959.  However,  because  meat  imports  will  probably  not  be  as  large  as  last  year  and,  with  popu- 
lation growing,  per  capita  consumption  may  be  about  a  pound  below  the  159.6  pounds  for  1959. 
Retail  beef  prices  will  probably  average  close  to  1959  levels.  Pork  prices,  now  below  a  year 
earlier,  will  probably  rise  above  1959  levels  this  spring  and  for  the  year  will  average  some- 
what higher  than  last  year.
